Total circulation of books for year ending Jan. 31, 
1919, 4,376. Number of vols. now on shelves, 3,181 
of which 137 vols. have been added during the past year. 
Something over 60 books have recently been sent to a 
Bindery for repairs and another list of new books have 
been ordered. A generous number of books were re- 
ceived in the early summer of 1918 as a gift from the 
estate of the late Dr. A. C. Walker of Cambridge, Mass. 
Also a gift of books from Miss Frances E. Gilbert, a 
former resident of this town, who recently died near 
Boston, Mass. Books have been contributed by Mr. N. - 
Lambert and Mrs. Harris Dimick. During the “Library 
Drive” in March, some 29 volumes were sent to the Col- 
lege Library at Hanover to be forwarded from there 
for the use of the soldiers. Among the contributors 
were Lyme Town Library; 11 vols., Anna M. Perkins Es- 
' tate, 8 vols., Mrs. P. E. Fairfield, 5 vols., Mrs. Geo. 
Mayo, 2 vols., Stanley Elliott, 2 vols., and Mrs. Addie 
Morrison, 1 vol. As far as possible the library has used 
its influence in behalf of the war work of our country. 
Literature along the different lines of work has been 
well distributed and advertising posters conspicuously 
placed on the library walls. Miss Cooke of Sandwich 
has the library ever in mind, mailing us a supply of in- 
teresting magazines from time to time. Rev. W. G. 
Hubbard has donated copies of the “Rural Manhood 
Magazine” which are well worth reading.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


As schools are still in session we cannot make a com- 
plete report of the year’s work. 

We have made plans for thirty-two weeks of school. 
Thus far most of the schools have completed thirty 
weeks. Those which have lost time for various reasons 
will make it up at the end of the winter term. Ten 
schools have been maintained throughout the year. As 
the school on Acorn Hill had become very small and the 
Lyme Center school had increased in numbers, it was 
considered advisable to unite them and reopen the 
grammar room at the Center. This arrangement makes 
two good-sized schools. During the fall term the Board 
of Health ordered the schools closed on account of the 
epidemic of influenza. 

Considering the scarcity of teachers, we think we 
were very fortunate in being able to secure enough for 
all the Districts, and in most instances they have 
proved quite satisfactory. Under existing conditicns, 
we found it impossible to make the salaries uniform. 
It was exceedingly difficult to secure good teachers at 
any price. 

Graduating exercises were held in the Church Hall 
at the close of the spring term for the pupils who had 
completed their eighth grade work. Certificates were 
given to the following: Julia M. Putney, Daisy M. Put- 
ney, William A. Waldron, George D. Coburn, Helen L. 
Coburn, Walter H. French, Gabriel Elder, Zelma Bates, 
West S. Balch. It is our intention to make this an an- 
nual event, and to this end we solicit the co-operation 
of teachers, pupils and parents. On account of sick- 
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ness, the list of children on the Roll of Honor is not as 
long as usual. It is gratifying to have as many as there 
are and in recognition of their efforts print their names 
in our report. 

In order for teacher and pupils to do their best work 
it is essential that their surroundings be neat and at- 
tractive. In view of this fact, five school rooms have 
been renovated. The blackboards in the Pond school- 
house which were practically useless have been re- 
placed by slate. 

There were no prizes offered for school gardens last 
season; but more children were engaged in this move- 
ment than the year previous, and we hope the number 
will continue to increase. 

There is a new educational bill before the State Leg- 
islature at the present time, which, if passed, will ne- 
cessitate changes in the school system. We have been 
advised by the State Department to call the school 
meeting as late as possible in order that any necessary 
changes may be provided for in the warrant. For this 
reason, a copy of the school warrant does not appear in 
this report as it has in the past. 

At the time the financial estimates were made last 
year, it was impossible to foresee the increase in the 
cost of running the schools, with the result that an ex- 
tra appropriation is needed to complete the year. We 
have made separate estimates of the sums needed for 
this purpose. 

We wish to thank all those who have cooperated with 
us to make the past year a successful one, and we re- 
spectfully request your help and support during the 
year which is to come. 
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
